Books For Russia 


The Memorial Hall Library will 
serve as a collection center for 
Books for Russia, a drive spon- 
sored by Russian War Relief. 


Russia needs a million books in 
English to restock the libraries 
pillaged by the Nazis and to meet 
the demands of the readers eager 
to learn about America and Eng- 
land. Enduring peace is built on 
friendship and understanding and 
books are the best kind of bridge 
builders. 

In his recently published hook 
Patterns of Soviet Power, Edgar 
Snow writes that he found “The 
hunger for knowledge of English 
and American culture far greater 
than any time in Russian history. 

. Before the war the Russians 
had always had a certain respect 
for German culture but little of 
that was now surviving except a 
reverence for German music, and 
for Goethe. Seen from Moscow, 
Bnugland and France were all that 
was left of continental culture, the 
only sources from which Russian 
intellectuals felt they could draw 
inspiration. They deeply sensed 
the need for enriching their own 
literature by opening new doors 
to England.” 

The books requested by the So- 
viet people, according to Russian 
War Relief, are of the type gen- 
erally regarded as “good books.” 
Only books originally written in 
Pnglish are desired. Paper books 
will not be accepted, and all books 
must ‘be in good physical condition. 
Bookplates are provided and any- 
one donating a hook or books may 
write in his name and address, 
thus “providing a permanent re- 
minder on Soviet Library shelves, 
of America’s collective and indi- 
vidual friendship.”

In order that Christmas parcels 
may reach our boys and ‘girls over- 
seas on time, they should be mailed 
between September 15 and October 
15, the earlier the better. Packages 
to China, Burma, India, the Middle 
Bast and the islands of the Pacific 
should be mailed as early as pos- 
sible because of the distances in- 
volved. These dates apply in par- 
ticular to Army personnel, as Navy, 
Coast Guard and Marine Corps par- 
cels may be mailed throughout the 
year without a special request. 

Not more than one Christmas 
parcel will be accepted for mailing 
in any one week when sent by the 
same person to the same addressee. 


Parcels should not exceed five 
pounds in weight or 15 inches in 
length, and should be packed in a 
strong container, such as metal, 
wood or solid fiberboard. ‘Bach box 
should be tied securely with strong 
cord, as sealing tape may become 
loosened. 

Christmas cards for Army per- 
gonnel overseas may be mailed at 
any time, but it is advisable to Bek 
your gards in the mail before No- 
vember 15, in order to he sure that 
they will be delivered in time for 
Christmas. Cards must be sent in 
sealed envelopes and at the first- 


class rate.

émployers now should do everything in their power to restore 
them to normal living, to put them back where they were a 
couple of years ago, to let them resume their old place in 
the economic world just.as if the war had never happened.
